For women with breast cancers that have begun to spread, 
regular use of thyroid hormone after surgery appears to increase 
survival rates markedly in comparison with treatment by surgery 
alone. One British physician has reported that a majority of 
patients whose cancer had spread to the lymph nodes were alive 
and well four years after operation, apparently as the result of 
receiving the hormone. In England several hospitals now are 
administering thyroid routinely after surgery and investigators at 
other hospitals have begun to test the effects of the hormone. 


Recurrent acute abdominal pain both in children and adults — 
can indicate epilepsy. Abdominal pain may be the only, or the 
most important, manifestation of the disorder, a Danish medical 
report notes. The pain is paroxysmal, sets in suddenly, terminates 
suddenly, and returns time and again in exactly the same form, In 
many cases, nausea and vomiting also occur. Abdominal epilepsy 
seems to strike more frequently in children than in adults. One 
help in diagnosis: electroencephalography, or brain-wave record- 
ing. Another: the patient with abdominal epilepsy usually benefits 
from treatment with antiepileptic medication.

Shortly after tolbutamide, an oral drug for diabetes, was intro- 
duced for use in Canada, a Windsor physician noted rapid recov- 
ery of moderately severe acne in two diabetic women receiving the 
medication. Because of this, the drug was studied in twenty-three 
patients with pustular acne, recurrent boils or other pustular skin 
infections which had not responded to usual treatment. All but 
one showed great improvement. No abnormal changes in blood 
sugar occurred during one to four months of treatment. How the 
antidiabetic drug affects acne and other pustular skin disorders 


is not clear.

Is television dangerous for heart sufferers? 


TV angina — heart pain from watching television — has been 
noted at a British clinic for coronary diseases. Usually, angina 
pectoris, a severe chest pain associated with hardening of the 
coronary arteries feeding the heart muscle, comes on with exer- 
tion. In effect, it’s the heart’s warning cry that it cannot support 
the exertion for lack of sufficient circulation through the diseased 
arteries. Television angina, the clinic reports, is an attack of chest 
pain which appears in twenty percent of angina patients when they 
are not exerting themselves but are watching television programs 
and are upset by seeing violent incidents. Commercials appear to 
be innocuous, but westerns and plays and films depicting violence 
or excitement seem to be most likely to bring on the attacks. 


How Swedish obstetricians handle difficult labor 


A vacuum extractor is being used as a substitute for forceps in 
cases of difficult labor at a Swedish obstetrical clinic. The instru- 
raent, which some Swedish physicians believe may reduce the 
number of cases of cerebral palsy, is gentle on the child. It speeds 
up labor, acting as a stimulus on natural contractions, and causes 
fewer perineal tears or other complications. As a rule, the oper- 
ation is over in a few minutes. 


Report on a new laxative 


Dulcolax, a tasteless and colorless compound, is a contact laxative, 
working directly on the lining of the colon without being absorbed 
by the body. It is useful in ordinary cases of constipation and also 
after operations, reports a St. Georges de Beauce, Quebec, surgeon. 
Administered in tablet or suppository form to seventy-four patients 
to induce the first postoperative evacuation, it was effective in 
sixty-nine, producing no undesirable effects, and eliminating the 
need for enemas.

New deal fol children in hospital 


Hospitalization for children should be avoided when possible; and 
medical advances now are making it possible to treat more chil- 
drea at home and eliminate emotional disturbance caused by 
removing them from familiar environments. So reports an expert 
committee after a two-year study in England and Wales. When a 
child must be hospitalized, the committee recommends the greater 
attention be paid to his emotional and mental needs and to the 
authority of parents. The child, particularly at first, should be 
handled by as few people as possible, and should be able to get 
to know his nurse. Especially if the child is under five, there is 
much to be said for admitting his mother with him. Parents should 
be allowed to visit whenever they can and should also be allowed 
to help with the care of a child. Recognizing the difficulty parents 
have in getting information about a child’s progress, the committee 
also recommends that there should be fixed times at which authori- 
tative information can be obtained first hand. END @

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DO WOMEN REALLY DOMINATE MEN? 


THE OTHER DAY a luncheon speaker addressing an audience 
of women, dropped this remark, as casually as if he were assert- 
ing an obvious truth, “Of course, North American men are domin- 
ated by their women.” 

Throughout the large audience this rather remarkable state- 
ment was received without a flutter of protest. Yet, examined 
against the facts of Canadian life today, it is absurd. 

The audience was an average sample of Canadian homemak- 
ers. To a woman they probably cooked a hot dinner every night, 
kept clean towels in the bathroom, baked cookies for Brownie 
sales and made sure the gas bill was paid in time to take advantage 
of the discount. They would no more consider assuming all the 
major decisions in the home nor would they want to — than 
they would think of going over Niagara Falls in a barrel. 

How have we allowed ourselves to be mesmerized into be- 
lieving that we dominate our men — and to accept the load of 
guilt that goes with it? 

Seventeen years ago, Philip Wylie wrote a book called Genera- 
tion of Vipers. In it he debunked “moms” and launched the 
theory of female domination. His ideas met with almost universal 
approval by North American men who wistfully looked back to 
the Victorian father towering over the family like Genghis Khan 
in a Prince Albert and mutton-chop whiskers. 

It’s true that we are probably not as awed by men as our 
Victorian grandmothers were. They often addressed their hus- 
bands as “Mr.,” had no say in family finances and usually left 
the room when serious conversation started. 

But the Canadian husband is still the kingpin of his own 
particular split-level. Occasionally he may change a diaper or 
wash some dishes, but he expects to come home to a nourishing 
dinner, clean socks, tidy living room, fresh-smelling babies and 
to receive, as well, a reasonable amount of cherishing of his own 
ego. Most women are delighted to provide these services and 
have no desire to run the household by themselves. 

And let’s be logical — if we really were the dominant sex, 
would we continue to do (more or less cheerfully) such monoton- 
ous and repetitious tasks as making beds, dusting, finding stray 
mittens and rubbers and picking up after the whole family day 
after day? Are these the tasks a Super Sex would choose for itself? 

Let’s not confuse having some voice about family finances, 
occasionally going out to work while married, making tiny in- 
roads into some traditionally male professions, having three 
women in our House of Commons and an imperceptible sprinkling 
of women on civic boards with domination of men. We're still a 
long, long way from equality with men — and a thousand light 
years from domination

FOR ALMOST TWO years now ever since that epoch-making October 
day in 1957 when the Soviet Union launched the first earth 
satellite, North Americans have been harried by overwhelming 
criticisms of their educational system. The alarm in the United 
States during the first few months of last year came close to panic 
when scores of articles in American magazines and newspapers 
assured readers that their schools were turning out not just ill- 
educated young people but a generation close to complete in- 
competence. 

Reaction in Canada was less violent but after many months 
of reading these attacks on the American system, coupled with 
disquieting rumors in our press about the teaching in Canadian 
schools of such frill courses as safe driving, alcoholism education, 
personal development, few Canadians have been able to escape 
asking themselves: Just how soft are our schools anyway? How 
different are they from the schools we attended in the twenties, 
and thirties or even the forties? 

The answers to these questions depend in large measure on 
where you ask them.

Europe, reply that our teaching institutions are very soft indeed.

A PPROXIMATELY twenty-two miles 
from mid-town Toronto, my husband 
Stanley and I, and two female retrievers, are 
enjoying life on $2,100 per year. This 
amount is made up of a Canadian Govern- 
ment annuity that pays us $75 a month and 
$100 monthly from the City of Toronto 
employees’ pension fund. We are eating 
better than ever before, our six-room bun- 
galow has all the modern conveniences, and 
we have two acres of land to work and play 
on. But we definitely are not slippers-by-the- 
IV folk. Our monthly income of $175 pro- 
vides for travel, and membership in six clubs, 
two in the nearby town of Richmond Hill 
and four in Toronto. Within an hour our 
1955 Nash Rambler takes us to city meet- 
ings, on less than a gallon of gas. 


To be strictly accurate, we are living on 
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$2,040 a year—sixty dollars annually goes 
toward the support of Young Lok, our foster 
son at Sun Ae Won Orphanage in South 
Korea. 

A hundred and seventy-five dollars month- 
ly is quite a change from the five hundred 
and forty dollars we took for granted four 
years ago when both my husband and | 
were working. Stan was a senior clerk at 
Toronto’s City Hall, and I was a legal secre- 
tary. 

The great change now is that we have time 
to live. Of course, there is still work to do 
as we have two thirds of an acre planted 
in vegetables. But we rule over this horti- 
cultural empire pretty much at our own 
convenience, and we don’t expend as much 
energy on it as on the vigorous games of 


tennis and golf we used to play. 


Our new way of life started in the summer 
of 1955 when my husband decided he dida’t 
want to wait until! he was sixty-five for his 
freedom. “I want my fun and freedom while 
I’m young enough to enjoy them,” Stan said 

And so he said good-by to his forty-year- 
long (bridging war service) routine at City 
Hall—against the advice of relatives, friends 
and co-workers. “You've never even planted 
a flower, so how can you two expect to rais¢ 
your own vegetables?” my mother asked 
“And why did I spend money on a college 
education for you if you're going to bury 
yourself in the country?” she complained 
After tasting our home-grown asparagus

Chaos at closing time? 


There are so many things to remem- 
ber when closing the cottage! For in- 
stance, be sure bedding is thoroughly 
dry before packing it in airtight chests 
so that it will not be musty when you 
return next spring (a use for that 
cedar chest you no longer need in 
town?). Leave the refrigerator clean 
and open. If you're leaving canned 
food behind make sure it is in a dry 
place. Even if it freezes it can be used 
later as long as there is no leakage 
after it is thawed. 

To discourage squirrels and chip- 
munks from taking up residence for 
the winter see that any holes in walls 
or roof are firmly covered with tin. 
Mice won't be a problem if dishes 
of poisoned birdseed or other rodent 
poison are set out before you leave. 
Be sure you choose a brand that will 
take effect off the premises so you 
won't be confronted with corpses next 
season.

here is a big job of education in 
human kindness to be accomplished 


in Canada. The problem is that, super 


ficially, there seems to be no need 


for such education. Before I came to 
this country I was impressed by the 


story of how Canada admitted Negro 
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refugees from the southern United 
States in the wake of the Civil War, 
and put them to work building the 
railways. | was not so impressed when 
I discovered that you have kept them 
on the railways. I know of more than 
a few colored Canadians who accept 
the fact that, after they are educated, 
they must go to the U.S. to find work 
educa- 


in which they can put their 


tion to use. Yet I hear Canadians 


talking about a shortage of trained 
people to develop this country’s mas- 


sive natural resources. 


Perhaps if Canada had a big color 


problem, the search for a_ solution 


the slow process of education 

would already have begun. In Canada, 
the subtlety of color prejudice leads 
to the belief in some quarters that no 
problem ‘exists. In the Toronto library 
where I work no one has ever been 
rude to me. Some persons have been 
curious enough to ask me why I came 
to Canada and what I think about the 
weather. Others treat me as if I were 
merely another library assistant—our 
chitchat is about books. I prefer the 
second group. I want to be treated in 
the same way as the others. Similarly,

I do not ask for preferential 


ment in social situations. I'm sure 
most colored people have the same 
attitude.

in the schools has to be narrowed 
down to the question: are the basic 


subjects taught with -enough depth 


enough variety, or are they spoon-fed 
producing children who have taken 
arithmetic but don’t add with agility 
have learned spelling but cannot write 


an ordinary thank-you lette have 


been reading for three years but often 
mistake “apple” for “ample”? 

Certainly the whole attitude toward 
teaching has changed radically in the 
lust twenty years. If a man who went 
to school in the thirties were to set 
out some morning this fall for his 
daughter's elementary grade class 
room, he would find a big change, not 
in the subjects taught but in the way 
the teacher taught them, the amount 
of material she covered and the free 
dom she allowed her classes 

These differences can be explained 
by one simple sentence. Schools are 
now child-centred rather than curricu 
lum-centred. “It used to be that a child 
had to sit rigidly quiet, learn a rigid 
amount of material, then regurgitate 
it at test times according to a rigid 
form. But now there is flexibility in 
the atmosphere and flexibility in the 
material taught.” says Margaret Olds, 
who has been teaching in Ontario 


elementary schools for thirty years 


The whole emphasis now is on 
making school attractive to the child 
and this ts reflected very clearly in 
present-day school textbooks An 
arithmetic book with a bright cover is 
called Jolly Numbers. a reader is no 
longer cursed with the dull name 
Primer, but is whimsically ttled Skip 
Along. History can be learned from a 
book with the intriguing name Breast 
plate and Buckskin. The books are in 
sharp contrast to the old grey reader 
and arithmetics. Type is bigger. There

The manner in which the contents are

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early grades, teachers try to convey 
arithmetical principles not in terms of 
memorizing abstract numbers but by 
illustration with concrete things. In 
stead of making eight-year-olds mem 
orize that seven plus six ts thirteen, a 
teacher will put six sad clowns with 
black hats and seven happy clowns 
with sun-yellow hats on the black 
board and get the children to count 
them up. Children learn facts, not by 
drill and memorization, but by using 
objects they find interesting 

This system can backfire. A Toronto 
engineer who went to work in Lon 
don, England, enrolled his nine-year 
old child in a school there and was 
soon told that the child was abnormal 
ly slow in doing calculations. When 
faced with a simple sum, such as five 
plus four, he would stare with rapt 
eyes into space and come up with the 
correct answer four minutes later than 
his fellow pupils. It turned out that 
the child, before he could do the prob 
lem, had to line up in his mind five 
big oranges and four small apples, and 
then count them 

Il. READING is the subject) which 
causes most parental complaints. Yet 
strangely, it is also the subject which 
educators claim is taught on the most 
scientific basis. Methods of teaching 
it are complicated, making use of 
visual recognition of whole words, 
syllabication. plus a much more lavish 
use of phonics than is popularly sup- 
posed. There is a trend away from 


oral reading in front of the whole

class, which many teachers feel em 
barrasses a child. But the most ob 
vious difference is in the content of 
the reading material. School primers 
used to concentrate on fairy tales 
aphorisms, fables. Now they are con 
cerned with situations children know

Not all teachers are in favor of 
these new readers. One Winnipeg 
Grade 4 teacher expressed her dissatis 
faction this way: “Readers purport to 
be at the children’s level. But they are 
too prosaic. There’s not enough ‘pre 
tend’ in them. Children need to be 
stimulated by hard words and un- 
familiar situations, not tied to an un 
real cardboard world that only ap 
proximates their own. In these books, 
families go on picnics but they are 
never bothered by ants. Daddy has a 
car but it never breaks down. Mother's 
kitchen never has dirty dishes in the 
sink. I can still remember the excite 
ment I felt at seven when I first en 
countered the word ‘enthusiasm. I 
kept turning it over and over on my 
tongue savoring the sound and the 
whole new world it opened up. But 
now children are given a steady diet 
of ‘Look! Look! Look! Here comes 
little Jimmy and litthke Nancy!’ far past 
the age where this kind of thing inter 
ests them

But if the changes have been so 
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few, we are still left with the question: 
why are so many Canadian parents 
dissatisfied with the schools? 

It may be, as many educators say, 
that each generation looks back nos- 
talgically to its own schooldays, then 
bitterly criticizes the education of the 
present generation, because it is dif 
ferent. Miss Caroline Robins, of Ot- 
tawa permanent secretary of the 
Canadian Conference on Education, 
says: “Students know a lot more now 
than they ever did. Older people think 
they were surpassingly wise because 
they had reams of facts memorized 
about the litthke world they lived in 


But there are so many other avenues 
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How present-day texts compare with 
those used thirty years ago. Above 
Ontario Primer, published 1909 and 
used until late twenties. Below 
present Grade | reader, featuring 
color illustrations, stories of 

everyday life rather than fables, 


small illustrations in old text 


of knowledge open to children now,

However, another, less reassuring 
explanation is offered by Richard 
Litch, managing director of Ginn and 
Company, one of Canada’s largest 
publishers of school textbooks, “One 
thing people forget about that golden 
period forty or fifty years ago when 
the schools produced men of giant sta 
ture, who really knew their basic sub 
jects and grew into national leaders 
is that students then were a small 
select group, the very cream of the 
crop. Only the very bright children 
were allowed to continue at school 


Dullish children, and even average 
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tudents, were kept home to work on 
the farms or sent out early to earn 
their livings. Now we accept the idea 
that all children are created equal, but 
we are slow to realize that some are 
created more equal than others. For 


thirty years we have given the bright 


child the same school curriculum as 
the average and dull children learn 
and the result has been to water the 
courses to the level of the mediocre 
Educators in all provinces have rec 
ognized the need for some form of 
segregation of the ablest pupil In 
many cities, children are “streamed 
into ability groups or in ordinary 
classrooms, the very bright children 
are given “enriched” courses with ex 
tra reading, more difficult arithmetic 
problems, special-interest projects, But 
such methods are not general and 
where they do occur, many parents 


are opposed to them

But in Canada, most of our 
schools belong to one of the first two 
categories and we usually try to meet 
the needs of the third, or average 
group by offering them the college 
preparatory course. This practice may 
be a large factor in accounting for 
the relative softness of our curriculum 
in comparison with Sritish, German 


or Russian school courses 
Every child ts bright 


Newcomers to Canada from the 
United Kingdom frequently complain 
that subjects such as algebra, geometry 
and Latin are begun there when a 
child is nine or ten. In Canada such 
subjects are not introduced until pupils 
ire thirteen or fourteen. But this kind 
of criticism does not take into account 
the fact that in the United Kingdom 
only the brightest students—probably 
less than one third of the total enroll 
ment continue in an academic 
course. But in Canada well over fifty 
percent of students enrolled in high 
school get a general education and 
the curriculum has to be in line with 
the abilities of the average, not the 
most intelligent student 

The reasons why such segregation 
by ability does not occur in Canada 
has deep roots in our way of life. “The 
trouble ts says Richard Litch, of 
Ginn and Company, “everybody wants 
his child to be a fast learner. This is 
Statistically impossible yet it’s an in 
eradicable part of the dream of every 
parent on this continent that his child 
is of university calibre.” S. A. Watson 
director of curriculum in Ontario, talks 
of the problem in this way Many 
parents obstinately resent the sugges 
tion that their children are not able to 
enter the most exacting courses 
The stamp of inferiority is on all 
courses but the academic.’ 

This particular situation indicates 
perhaps the most obvious characteris 
tic of any controversy that involves 
the schools in Canada: the argument 
ilmost always emerges as a tug of 
war between the educators and the 
parents. Parents cry out that schools 

inadequate. Educators respond in 
defense that they are not. Neither 
‘roup examines the problems clearly 
Or measures our standards impartially 
against those in other countries. In 
truth, both groups have a deep re 
sponsibility in education, and if our 
way of life is to survive, this responsi 


bility must be met END@

DURING THE past six years, we have presented houses designed 
for specific needs . . . a two-family house . . . a house for hobbies 

. a budget house, and so on. This year we decided to find out 
what kind of homes the majority of people are buying — and 
why. The most logical way was to check at the source with the 
people who sell them — the builders. The National House Build- 
ers’ Association helped us to contact builders across Canada 
The builders then submitted designs of their best-selling models, 
pointing out the features they had found were the most popular 
From the entries, CHATELAINE selected what we considered were 
five of the best values. Our Homes ‘59 are in Vancouver, Cal- 
gary, Toronto, Montreal and Halifax 

For the color schemes, we delved back about seven years into 
our Chatelaine’s Decorator Service files to find out about regional 
color preferences in this great country of ours. Surprisingly 
enough there are very distinct differences. In most areas, the 
colors preferred over the seven-year period greatly reflect the 
colors in nature — in that particular area. It seems that we tend 
to idealize our surroundings, and the colors around us form a 
very important part of our personal color choice. Using the 
results of this survey, we designed five fresh new color schemes 
around these regional preferences 

We toured Canadian furniture factories, fabric houses, carpet 
showrooms, and made our selections from hundreds of styles and 
colorings. Many fabrics, wallpapers and furnishings are being 
seen here for the very first time. Not only are these products 
available across Canada, but most of them are manufactured in 
this country as well. 

After all the specifications were completed, and the furniture

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Why such a wide variety of design’? 


THE BASIC NEEDS OF A FAMILY are just about the same all over 
the world, but because of geographic and economic differences, 
there is a great variety in the styles of architecture and the 
methods of building. In Canada, too, we found there are definite 
regional differences in construction, size and materials among 
homes in the popular-price bracket. 

For instance, in British Columbia, where there is an abun- 


dance of forests and gardens, the buildings utilize the natural 


wood products, and the whole attitude of living seems to focus 
on the outdoors. Through the western prairies there is a greater 
use of brick and stucco—-partially due to the rugged climate 
and also to the relative scarcity of wood. Through Ontario and 
Quebec the use of brick and wood varies, due to the difference 
in the local bylaws. In the Maritimes, the majority of homes 
are wood frame, here again making good use of the natural 


resources that are readily available in the coastal provinces.

she could find. Her other engagements 
included a charity affair Friday eve- 
ning, where she would model her fa- 
vorite dress, and a gala private party 
on Saturday, which happened to be 
her thirty-first birthday.

When she was 
nine she had stopped school and had 
a private tutor, so that she could 
devote her day to skating 

Otto Gold was her instructor, a 
hard taskmaster everybody said, who 
insisted on perfection. The most diffi 
cult’ exercises were done first; the 
things she liked came last. If she fell 
or made a mistake she had to star 
at the beginning again, and it was no 
use complaining that the ice was torn 
up by last night’s speed skaters. “Let's 
not be fussy,” he'd snap. Once when 
she did a difficult practice step wrong 
he made her copy, “When doing a 
3-change-3'I must keep my right knee 
turned out,” one hundred times. She 
wrote it in pencil, and he made her 
rewrite it in ink. When she won the 
coveted Canadian Gold Medal Figure 
Skating Test at the age of ten, he 
stood aside while others congratulated 
her, then said briskly, “Now we will 
learn to skate.” He trained her for 
seven years. and only told her once 
that she skated well 


She had (and still has) tremendous 


respect for him, for she was a pet 
fectionist herself, and was seldom 
satisfied with her own work. Besides, 


she had a strong sense of responsi 


bility toward her instructors. “If I 
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don't do well it won't be good for 
them,” she'd say. Gladys Barnes, her 
piano teacher, once remarked that 
she'd never met another child with 
such powers of concentration. (On 
one occasion, when Barbara Ann 
dashed in from the rink three minutes 
late for her music lesson, this same 
Miss Barnes uttered a classic remark 
that will probably earn her immor- 
tality. “Barbara Ann!” she chided the 
tardy one, “When will you ever learn 
that skating will get you nowhere!”) 

Behind this determined child, right 
from the start, stood two staunch allies, 
her father and mother. Colonel Clyde 
Scott was an athletically inclined man 
who had suffered a severe hip injury 
in World War I, but he still limped 
through a basketball game and made 
his slow way over the nine easy holes 
of the Kingsmere golf club, near his 
summer cottage. He was fiercely inde 
pendent. His injury prevented him 
bending, so he designed a pair of 
pincers three feet long: with these,

The charge has been leveled at Mrs, 
Clyde Scott that she was what Is 
known in the business as “a skating 
mother.”

I was 
horribly shy of other people. I thought 
they'd laugh at me. So my mother 
came to the rink with me every day 
and sat there in the cold, knitting

“Years later, when I turned profes 
sional, she was still coming to see me 
night after night. I know she’s been 
accused of being the big bad bear that 
made me skate, but it’s not true. Lots 
of times she urged me to come off the 
ice and have fun with the other chil- 
dren. I was the one who wanted to 
skate: I was determined to win the 
Olympics for Canada 

“Why didn't you start a_ skating 
school instead of a beauty salon, with 
your prestige and name?” I wondered 

“We thought of that,” she said 
“Tommy even discussed it with some 
businessmen, but we decided against 
it. The average outdoor ‘ice studfo* 
is too small a rink for proper instruce 
tion in figure skating, In my opinion, 
and there arent enough competent 
figure skaters to instruct children in 
the basic technicalities 

‘A fot of these schools have been

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Candy plan that helps make you thin

Vi ANY DOCTORS emphasize and in- 
i surance statisticians agree that, 
for some people, overweight has be- 
come an increasingly serious problem. 


Yet, there are thousands of men 
and women who recognize that they 
are overweight and try to do some- 
thing about it by dieting. The trouble 
is, most people simply cannot stick 
to a diet. 


Recently, however, medical science 
has come to the rescue by developing 
“appetite depressants” — substances 
which help to curb one’s appetite. 
Generally speaking, there are four 
types used in conjunction with a diet: 


1. Bulk, such as methyl-cellulose 
wafers. These work by simply filling 
the stomach with non-nutritious bulk. 


2. Dextro-amphetamine, a chemi- 
cal substance that stimulates the cen- 
tral nervous system in such fashion 
that the stomach secretes a smaller 
amount of hydrochloric acid than 
usual. 


3. Lozenges, containing vitamins 
and minerals. 


4. Low - calorie, caramel - type 
candy containing vitamins and min- 
erals. 

Not long ago, to learn all that could 
be learned about diets, depressants 
and how people react to both, a series 
of exhaustive tests was undertaken by 
a famous medical centre in Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts. 


Three medical specialists—a gen- 
eral practitioner and two psycholo- 
gists—were appointed to conduct the 
experiments 


They chose 240 overweight men 
and women, ranging from 21 to 70 
Secretaries, executives, housewives, 
truck drivers, mailmen, policemen, 
bachelors, fathers, wives, spinsters. 


By prior examination, the doctors 
screened out “compulsive eaters” 
that is, men and women whose over- 
weight was symptomatic of 
psychological disturbance.

“What we sought,” one of the med- 
ical team explained, 
cross section of overweight people 


who have always wanted to lose five 


“was a typical 


to twenty pounds, but never seemed 
to have the stamina to follow a re- 
ducing program.” 


The doctors began their test by 
dividing the 240 men and women into 
six groups of about 40 each, accord- 
ing to age, sex, activity and degree of 
overweight. Four of the six groups 
were placed on a 1,200-calorie diet 
and given one of the four appetite de- 
pressants. The fifth group received 
the same diet, but no depressants. 
The sixth group was given no diet, but 
advised to curtail food intake with the 
assistance of the caramel candy, to 
be taken before each meal 


Each of the products given in the 
test was free of dangerous side effects. 
However, it is known that one of the 
depressants — dextro-amphetamine, 
which can be obtained by doctor's 
prescription only—in certain cases 
can cause nervousness, sleeplessness 
and tremor. Since the patients were 
constantly under medical supervision, 
however, there was no need for con- 
cern. 


The test ran from 60 to 64 days 
Each participant was checked every 
ten to fourteen days. 


The results were instructive. For 
example, the group on a straight diet 
without a depressant had the most 
difficulty. After three days, a frantic 
housewife phoned in. 


“Doctor,” she exclaimed, “I’m so 
hungry that I'll be sick if I don’t get 


a full meal tonight.” 
The physician tried to calm her. 


But so little food just doesn’t 
satisfy my appetite!” she groaned. 


“I’ve got to eat more.” 
That night she went off her diet. 


Each day, more and more in this 
group gave up. At the end of ten days, 
only four of the original forty were 
still on their diet 


Of the forty given dextro-ampheta- 
mines, nine were forced to discontinue 
because of nervousness, insomnia and 


general uneasiness 


Only those patients on the low- 
calorie candy plan were able to com-

During the 60-day period, those 
on dextro-amphetamines lost an 
average of 7.31 pounds. Patients on 
the straight diet alone lost 4.90 
pounds. But the people who followed 
the candy plan (AYDS) lost 13.7 
pounds! 


Another group of patients given 
the candy plan without a prescribed 
diet lost mere weight than those on 
the straight diet alone (5.92 pounds 
as against 4.90).

“We felt it an obligation on the 
part of the medical profession to 
evaluate the safety and efficiency of 
depressants currently sold by prescrip 
tion and over-the-counter in drug- 


stores 


“The study convinced us that eight 
out of every ten overweight people 
cannot regain a slim figure or remain 
on a diet without the aid of a depres- 
sant. Furthermore, the eight out of ten 
who use a dietary ‘crutch’ lost weight 
faster, and in some instances the 
weight loss is triple that of those with 
the unusual will power to remain on 
a low-calorie diet alone 


“Those of our subjects who were 
given AYDS, the caramel candy: be- 
fore mealtime, lost about three times 
as much weight as those on a straight 
diet alone, and nearly twice as much 
is those using other depressants, in 
cluding prescribed by 
physicians.”

@ “What would happen,” we mused during Club Award judging, “if 
women’s organizations in Canada disbanded”? 

What neglect there'd be across the nation! Women united accomplish 
marvels in service for the young, the aged, the handicapped; in bolstering 
churches, schools, hospitals, recreation. They tackle community needs with 
efficiency and imagination to rival the efforts of a commercial colossus 

Entries for the second annual Chatelaine Club Award came from villages 
’ th 


towns and cities coast to coast, from large groups to tiny bands of less than 


a dozen. Judging was on a basis of effort expended per member in a worthy 
project, the initiative shown and results obtained 

Winner of the award, plus one hundred dollars, is the Ladies’ Auxiliary to 
the Kinette Playground in North Bay, Ontario, who compiled, published and 
sold a numerical telephone directory to raise $1,152 toward a playground 
building. The auxiliary is a group of neighborhood women organized to give 
local support to the Kinette Playground where their own and _ neighbors 
children gather. The numerical directory lists phone numbers in numerica 
order, followed by the name of the subscriber, so that a caller who leaves 
only his phone number can be quickly looked up and identified 

During the autumn months nine of the original thirteen members enlisted 
advertisers. Membership grew, and when the North Bay and district phone 
book appeared in January seven members typed the 10,040 subscriber listing 
on individual cards. These were then listed in order of exchange and number 


alphabetically and numerically, from GRover 2-0016 to GRover 4-2999, to 
identify each subscriber by number. By the time the 1,250 copies of the ninety 
two-page directory, WHO CALLED? 1959, were printed the éuxiliary had 


thirty-two members who separated into five teams for a selling bliiz to business 
firms. Courtesy copies were given to advertisers and the balance sold at 
cents each. Advertising fees brought in $1,677.50 and printing was the onl;

about CON V U LS ON S 


They may not have any serious significance 


— but they require immediate treatment 


@ Quite a few babies from six months 
to four years develop convulsions 
during ordinary feverish illnesses 
especially when their temperatures are 
rising quickly. Usually there is only 
one convulsion in one fever but oc- 
casionally more occur. A few chil- 
dren may have such convulsions up to 
the age of six. These brief fever con 
vulsions don't affect the brain per 
manently in any way. Less than two 
percent of the children will continue 


to have convulsions in later childhood 


Children who suffer from this type 
of convulsion are normal. It is just 
that in their early years they have a 
low resistance point to convulsions 
a tendency that runs in families 

The brain cells, which have long 
fibres that communicate with the 
fibres of other brain cells, are the 
active part of the brain. These fibres 
act like telephone wires connecting 
one phone with another. Under not 
mal circumstances the electrical mes

sages jump across from many nerve 
cells to many others in a rapid and 
disorderly manner, somewhat like a 
lot of crossed wires and short circuits. 

The child’s fever causes this dis- 
order, although we really don't know 
why. Any of us will develop convul- 
sions if our brain cells are sufficiently 
upset as, for instance, by very low 
blood sugars caused by an overdose 
of insulin. Convulsions are a sign 
that the brain cells are disturbed 
just as coughing is a sign that the 
throat or lungs are inflamed. As you 
know, coughing can be caused by 
many different diseases. So can con 


vulsions 


In a typical convulsion the child 
unconscious, stiffens, rolls up his eyes 


and then trembles violently all over 
Sometimes this is preceded by a series 
of sudden jerky movements of his 
face or limbs. Sometimes he just be 
comes unconscious and floppy or stiff 
for a short time. Usually the attack 
just lasts a few minutes, or at least less 
than fifteen

Breath-holding sp 


It's not unusual for a baby to hold 
his breath for a short period during a 
crying spell. A few babies, starting 
between six and twelve months of age 
become unconscious momentarily and 
either limp or stiff in these spells. Oc 
casionally they may jerk a bit or even 
convulse — briefly These are called 
breath-holding spells 

These very short attacks are always 
provoked either by some emotional 
upset or by some unexpected injury 
usually slight. Spoiled youngsters are 
most apt to have them. The spells 
cease by two or three years of age and 


they are harmless. Since the child 


may learn to use them to get atten 
tion, they need to be treated casually 
by the family. A few physicians pre 
scribe drugs in the hope of lessening 


the frequency of these spells 


Idiopatl pilepsy 


These periodic convulsive attacks 


generally start when the child is be 
tween four and ten years old. We call 
them “idiopathic” which means ap 
proximately “of unknown cause,” be 
cause no visible or even microscopic 
changes can be found in the brain to 
explain them. The majority of chil 
dren subject to them have normal o 
above-normal intelligence 

Ihe mildest types are the “absence 
or “lapse” attacks, often called petit 
mal. In these the child loses conscious 
ness for only a few seconds. He does 
not fall, but momentarily stops what 
he is doing and then carries on. He 
may stare, nod his head, blink his eyes 
or jerk slightly. Sometimes a _ child 
will slump due to temporary muscle 
weakness. He may have a great num 
ber of these spells in a day or relative 
ly few. Usually their frequency can be 
reduced by the regular use of certain 
drugs, and sometimes they can be 
stopped completely. The attacks neat 
ly always become much less frequent 
when the child enters his teens and 
disappear by the age of twenty 

Grand mal, or recurrent generalized 


convulsions, is a much more disturb 
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ing manifestation of this disease. Here 
again the child’s intelligence Is not 
affected unless the attacks are very 
severe or frequent. Often they can be 
prevented or reduced by suitable 
drugs. Some patients respond better 
to one drug than to another and often 
a combination of two works best 
Usually the drugs have to be used reg 
ularly for prolonged periods. If they 
are stopped abruptly, the attacks 
nearly always recur 

It is important for such a child to 
lead as normal a life as possible, in 
cluding attendance at school. The at 
tacks are less frequent when the child 
is active and interested. Bicycle riding 
in traffic, swimming alone and climb 
ing are usually forbidden but most 
other normal activities are encouraged 

For thousands of years, epilepsy 
was thought to be caused by super 
natural forces and some remnants of 
this mistaken idea are still around 
Actually the disease is in the same 
class as diabetes, allergy or any other 
physical disability. During a fit’ or 
convulsion the child is unconscious 
and suffers no pain. When he comes 
to, he is often dazed and tred. If 
his classmates, friends, teachers and 
family would learn to take these at 
tacks calmly, life would be a great 
jeal happier for the epileptic 

There is a rare type of epilepsy 
that can cause recurrent attacks of 
headache, abdominal pain. nausea and 
other symptoms, either alone or in 
combination. In this case, the nerve 
cell upset occurs lower down tn the 
brain, and these patients pose quite 
a problem in diagnosis for the physi 


clan 


They trigger convulsions 


Convulsions can be caused, al 
though rarely, by many different spe 
cific abnormalities outside the skull 
For example, a tumor of the pan 
creas may cause them by lowering 
the blood sugar too much; and tetany 
which produces a low blood calcium 
can have the same effect. Various 
other uncommon disorders within the 
skull may produce them. For example 
once in a long while, a baby is born 
with a small but definite abnormality 
in his brain, which results in convul 
sions. Often this condition can be con 
trolled with drugs. Other relatively 
rare causes include meningitis, hem 
orrhages, brain abscesseS and brain 
tumors. The physician is always on 
the alert for these diseases and treats 


them promptly END@
